CHAPTER 187.

AN ACT to amend paragraph (d) of subsection (6) of section
103.05 and to create section 103.055 of the statutes, relating to
child labor. :

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioNn 1. Paragraph (d) of subsection (6) of seetion 103.05
of the statutes is amended to read: (103.05) (6) (d) Nothing
contained in seetions 103.05 to 103.15, inclusive, of the statutes,
shall be construed to forbid any chlid from being employed in
agricultural pursuits, nor to require a permit to be obtained for
such child, except as provided in section 103.055 of the statutes.

SecrioN 2. A new section is added to the statutes to read:
103.055 Tt shall be the duty of the industrial commission and it
shall have power, jurisdiction and authority to investigate, deter-
mine and fix, by general or speecial orders, reasonable regulations
relative to the employment of c¢hildren under sixteen years of age
in cherry orehards, market eardening, gardening condueted or
controlled by eanning ecompanies, and the culture of sugar beets
and cranberries, for the purpose of protecting the life, health,
